HIGH-PRICED ORCHIDS.

Many Perils Are Undergone in Secur-
ing Rare Specimens.
It costs time and money and some-

buttercups growing beside the dusty

Iioat their lives from fatigue and from
Idlsem-eti caught in the pestilentinl oli-
{mate which so well sults many of the
richest orchids. Some of the finest
of these queer plants have been found
in swampy jongles and almost impene-
trable forests. Weeks are spent float-
ing down rivers in SBouth America on
rafts. From these rafts the collectors
gather large numbers of the orchids,
which hang from the branches of the
trees over the water, The insects which

|

are attracted to the flowers are In
some Instances dangerous to human
life. In such cases the tree {8 cut
down and towed through the water
until the insects have been washed
off. Sometimes snakes are found In
the trees, Lives have been lost from
attacks by these, or from wild ani-
mals. The hundreds of natives who
have been hired by collectors as guldes
and porters have added to the num-
ber of those whose lives have been
sacrificed.

The loss of life is not always due to
troplcal fevers, the bites of danger-
ous Insects, or the attacks of reptiles
and animals. Sometimes a collector is
killed by a native for his money, and
is never heard from again. A collector
who expects to be gone two or three
years may take with him treasure to
the amount of from $30,000 to $50,000
to cover his expenses, Only a few
years ago a London firm sent a col-

lector to South America. Tt was ex-
pected that his trip would take at least
two years, and he carrled with him
$40,000, He never came back out of
the South American forest. It was
supposed he had been murdered for
his money.

Orchids are found In a number of
different tropleal countries, Some of

the finest are sald to come from the
Philippines. It is belleved that there
remain in these islands many cholee
varieties to be discovered. They are
found also in India, Australia, Brasil,
Mexico and other countries,

There are persons who collect or-
chids as others do coins or postage
stamps, paying large sums for single
plants. It is sald that a sum nearly
twice as large as the largest price pald
for a tulip bulb in the time of the
famous tullp craze, $5,200, was pald
in London last year for one plant, and
that the stock of another is valued at
$10,000. The highest valued orchid is
sald to be in the collection of Bir
Trevor Lawrence of Dorking, England
Its value has not been tested by sale,
however, as the owner cultlvates or-
chids for his own pleagure solely.
Miss Gould is said to have paid §5,000
for one plant.
